Rebels Raid 
Guatemala 
From Mexico 


MEXICO CITY—UP) — Armed 
Guatemalan .rebels have invaded} 
Guatemala from Mexico, attacked 
several towns and robbed a cus- 
toms house on the border, the Gua- 
temalan Embassy said yesterday. 

Government forces have been 
sent out against them, according 
to the Embassy. 

Rebel sources claimed the in- 
vading army consisted of 1,000 
men armed with machine guns, 
rifles and hand grenades and sup- 
ported by fighting and bombing 
planes.

Our situation in Georgia, following the 


defeat of the referendum for more taxes, 
is not a happy one. 

Unhappily for the teachers, the refer- 
endum was, in a sense, a political fraud 
in which the teachers were asked to carry 
all the weight. Thousands of Georgians 
who believe in schools and teachers voted 
against the referendum for sound reasons. 
The fact that there was a groundswell of 
public opinion against it cannot be ig- 
nored. 

The Atlanta Constitution, like every 
citizen, takes notice of the great dis- 
content of the teachers; the “recess” of 
protest, and the thus far unsuccessful at- 
tempt to enlarge the “recesses.” 

We cannot be so dishonest or hypocrit- 
ical as to urge upon the teachers that 
they remain on the job at a sacrifice, how- 
ever much we doubt the wisdom of the 
“recess” plan. We hope that many will 
decide to remain. But it must be a per- 
sonal decision and we do not at all see it 
as the patriotic duty of any teacher to 
stay on the job. We also must be hon- 
est and say, in the face of the referen- 
dum, that it will be a long time before 
the teachers and the schools obtain what 
they want and ought to have. And while 
we hope they will stay with us, a teacher 
certainly may quit without criticism. 

But the fact is, only a few teachers are 
in recess. Most of the teachers are doing 
what they think they should do—evalu- 
ate their problem and reach a decision 
based on common sense and on the reali- 
ties of their personal problems. It is an 
individual decision, not a mass one. 

We therefore emphatically protest the 


_attitude taken by State Supt. Collins and 


Asst. Supt. Allman, who are quoted as 
speaking of the teachers being handed “a 
dirty deal” and of being “sold down the 
river” and by insinuation, at least, urging 
the teachers to strike or recess. We do 
not presume to advise the teachers. But 
we earnestly suggest to the two State

* to manage the school affairs and to serve 


the State, and not to fold up in an emer- 
gency and to sit sulking in their official 
tents muttering of dirty deals.

The referendum may have set a dan- 
gerous precedent. Is the Legislature, 
when faced with an important decision, 
going to ask for a referendum?

If each de- 
cision is to be referred to a referendum, 
then we do not need to elect Representa- 
tives. We can have government by refer- 
endum. This, admittedly, is a far-fetched 
viewpoint, but the very real danger of 
avoidance of legislative responsibility by 
the easy mechanism of a referendum is 
inescapable. 

Also inescapable is the fact that with- 
in two years, soon or late, we will be 
faced with actually doing what we have 
claimed all along we want to do—that is 
to provide equal and separate schools for 
Negroes. It will mean a consolidation 
and it will mean busses. It will cost a 
lot of money, and that won’t be pleasant. 
Any citizen or legislator who ignores that 
fact will be doing himself a disservice. 

All these things are in our future. 

The meaning of the present problem 
is this—the defeat of the referendum was 
but the first step in what will be a con- 
tinual, and often painful, unfolding of 
the whole problem of which the present 
is but a part. Again, and we mean this 
to be kindly constructive, we do not think 
either State Supt. Collins or Asst. Supt. 
Allman are contributing the necessary 
leadership to the present situation and 
that future. It is not a time for further 
destruction, but of salvage and planning 
for the future in which the problem is 
going to be worse—probably a great deal 
worse—than it now is.

When I saw the pictures of the lights burn- - 
eS ing again on Piccadilly Circus, with Bovril and 
Bile tablets proclaiming their virtues where once 
again Eros flexes his wings as if about to take off like a Thunder- 
bolt fighter—to go seek his love—well, I sat back and remembered.

They came to London on passes. They saw all there was to see. 
But it was Piccadilly that drew them and held them. Piccadilly was 
a vast open-air club.

Girls GIs on the hunt for feminine companionship used to 
mourn, saying, “I couldn’t pick up a girl if I walked 
through Piccadilly Circus waving a pair of nylons.”

They sat embraced on the subway trains, lit by their pin-point blue 
lights which gave a deathlike, mystery-movie, Boris Karloff cast 
to their faces. It was like a dream and the rumble and rattle of 
the trains was its orchestration and the fetid, dusty smell of the 
sunless tubes was their perfume. Their lovemaking had that 
shabby aura. I remember them often and wonder how many 
of those I used to see there in Piccadilly or in clutching tableaux on 
the subways, died there on the beaches in Normandy. 
Ni ht It was ghostly, walking on the streets away from Picca- 

g dilly. To find the curve of Regent Street and to work 
on up to the Strand and into Fleet Street was to have some unseen 
company. The rhythmic scrape and hammer of hob-nailed shoes 
and of heavy army boots echoed up and down the old streets—clop! 
clop! clop! clomp! clomp! clack! clack!—and if there was a young 
lady along, her faster, lighter steps would add their staccato taps 
to their sounds. 

But farther along—and later—one’s own steps echoed along the 
empty caverns of the streets, sounding enormously loud. Now 
and then one would start in surprise as a dark shadow, standing 
still, appeared before one. It was an adventure. On moonlight 
nights the streets were weirdly lit with the cold, pale light which 
filtered down through broken arches and torn roofs. 


Walk One night—the night Mussolini abdicated—I was to make 
a broadcast at 2 a. m. to catch the 8 p. m. audience in 
America. I had to walk from the Savoy Hotel almost to the 
Marble Arch at Hyde Park—the BBC office in use then being 
near by on Oxford Street—in total darkness.

As we drew near one of the men called:

“Yes,” I said. 

“Oh, Yank,” he said, “do you know where there is a hotel about?” 

“Sorry,” I said, “I don’t.” 

There was no answer. They walked on, condemned to walk 
until dawn, or to-sit down and wait its coming. 

Now the lights have come on ... but for thousands of Gls Lon-

Root of Our Difficulties With Russia 


WASHINGTON—In his Boston address Winston Churchill, the former British Prime Minister, is 
believed by many to have put his finger on the root of most of our difficulties with Russia when he 
spoke of the men in the Kremlin “fearing the friendship of the West more than its hostility.” 


An interesting thesis cam be built around his 
words. As usual, Mr. Churchill was not speaking 
idly. He was not giving expression merely to 
some passing fancy. What he said in a few 
simple sentences defines boldly a feeling some of 
our top military leaders have had about the real 
ang behind the “iron curtain” policy all 

ong. 

The thirteen men of the Kremlin, he said, 
“cannot afford to allow friendly intercourse to 
grow up between the vast area they control and 
the civilization of the West.” He went on to say 
that “the Russian people must not see what goes 
on outside, and the world must not see what goes 
on inside the Soviet domain.” Back of it all, he 
declared, is a policy of self preservation, not for 
Russia but for themselves. 


In other words, the men of the Kremlin 
dare not allow the Russian people to see the 
contrast between conditions there and the 
more advanced nations of the world. It 
would be too shocking after all the things 
that have been tol the Russians about how 
better their working conditions are, as con- 
trasted' with those in the capitalistic coun- 
tries, for example.

It would not be good for the people to know too 
much. Hence the leaders ef the Soviet regime 
fear our friendship more than our hostility. To 
permit free intercourse between their country and 
the people of the West would invite disaster. 


It is a sound thesis that Mr. Churchill 
’ projects. The Kremlin cannot afford to be 
too friendly with the outside world. Some 
of our military commanders in Europe think . 
that it may even be a problem with the Rus- 
sians as to what te do with the millions of 
their troops who, as occupation forces, have 
seen too much of conditions in Germany and 
elsewhere. Contrary to what they had been 
told, these troops learned that German work- 
ers were far better off than they were. 


To take these troops back to Russia might 
cause unrest from the mass of people hearing 
what they had to say. This is given as one 
reason whg the Russians cannot afford to take 
their own men home. Better to prolong the 
occupation indefinitely. 

Surely the former British Prime Minister has 
put his finger on one root of the evil. It offers 
one consoling thought in that it suggests that the

A barber in the Hotel Vanderbilt, New York, claimed recently 
he has saved the hair of famous men he has shorn, and in his 
collection are the locks of such well-known clients as Caruso, 
the great tenor; Masaryk, Diamond Jim Brady, Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt, Calvin Coolidge, Lionel Barrymore and Valentino. 
This brings to mind a tale. It happened years ago in El Paso, 
Texas, when that was one of the most colorful towns in the USA, 
and the Mexican border was flaming with revolutions, gun run- 
ners, and soldiers of fortune. 

Bill Shepherd, who went on to be a famous correspondent and 
writer; Bill Willis,.of the old New York Herald, and Chris Hag- 
gerty of the AP were covering these affairs as well as others such 
as the late John Reed, a colorful guy who later went haywire 
politically and is now buried in the Kremlin. 


One dull evening Shepherd and Haggerty were 

Bygone Days enjoying themselves in a grog shop and talking 
about literature and the great days of the newspaper business which 
are always those that have passed. They began to praise Mark 
Twain until their mutual admiration reached fever heat which 
would have been discovered if anyone had taken their temperatures. 

“T used to get my hair cut in the old Brevoort Hotel in New 
York, said Shepherd, “and Mark Twain did, too, by the same 
barber. When we got talking about the great author and humorist 
one day, my friend admitted he had been saving his white hairs as 
souvenirs, carefully sweeping them up after each haircut ze 

Those who remember Twain or his photographs will recall 
one of his most distinguishing features vas his great shock of hair. 

“He gave me some,” continued Shepherd. 

“Have you got them with you?” asked Haggerty. 


C unt He reached into his pocket and produced a wallet from 
9 which he took out the precious hairs, spreading them 
on the table. A careful count showed there were 16. Very much 
impressed, Haggerty demanded, “Why don’t you give me eight?’ 
This request seemed a little startling even to the generous 
Shepherd. It meant half of his hair capital. 
“Seems like a lot,” he replied. 
“But you see,” explained Chris, “my old father back in Chicago 
probably admired Mark Twain more than any other man in the 
world, read everything he ever wrote, and, if I had to go back 
home and tell him I met a man who had some of his hairs and 
didn’t bring any to him, it would break his heart, and he would 
probably run me out of the place. So, if you will give me eight, 
that will make four for him and four for me.” 
Haggerty ordered another drink, and they counted the hairs 
again to make sure none was missing. The total came out 16. 
Shepherd was reluctant to give in on this basis, so he countered: 
“Tell you what I’ll do—give you six, three apiece.” 


A Puff Haggerty, having bought the last drink, was holding 
out for eight, when Bill Willis came in and knowing 
nothing about the situation became interested in the hair exhibit 
on the table. For all he knew, these might have been Jack John- 
son’s as the color did not show up in the dim light. Anyway, he 
took a deep breath and blew the whole works off the table into the 
sawdust on the floor. 

This climax started a minor revolution which resulted in the 
rapid retreat of Mr. Willis with the two Mark Twain admirers 
snapping at his heels and making threatening gestures, but he 
escaped. Then they returned offering handsome rewards to any- 
one recovering Mark Twain’s hairs. Waiters and hangers-on as 
well as the principals were soon crawling around on their hands 
and knees under tables sifting sawdust through their fingers. 

Some hairs were found, but most of them, when exposed to 
the light, seemed to have been shed by a brunette patron. Ap- 
parently those precious ones were gone for good, buried in the 
sawdust, and, when some sentimental drunk, as always happens, 
stands up about four in the morning to recite “The Face on the 
Barroom Floor,” he might mention Mark Twain’s hairs, too.

WASHINGTON—There are more ways than one by which special interests 
get what they want here, or try to get it. Well known are their operations for 
and against legislation in Congress. Less well known, usually secretive, some- 
times even insidious. and frequently more effective is another method, which is

hind-the-scene deals and wire-pulling than the public ever dreams of—what used to be called “invis- 


ible government.” 

There’s a case in point just now involving 
the Federal Power Commission, which is 
charged with certain regulatory authority over 
electric utilities and natural gas to protect the 
public and consumer interest. In the last Con- 
gress the FPC was subjected to a direct attack 
aimed at weakening its authority in both these 
regulatory fields—in the Miller utility bills and 
the Rizley-Moore natural-gas bill, respectively. 
This was thwarted, luckily, and, incidentally, 
none of the sponsors of those measures is back 
in this Congress. 

But others are carrying on the fight, both 
legislatively and in an attempt to influence the 
choice of personnel. 


This latter affects Commissioner Thomas 
C. Buchanan who was appointed several 
months ago by President Truman to a va- 
cancy on the five-member commission. His 
selection immediately aroused the utility, 
natusal gas and allied oil interests. Mr. 
Buchanan had proved himself vigilant in 
the public interest as a member of the Penn- 
sylvania Public Utility Commission some 
years ago from which he had retired to 
practice law fh his home town, Beaver, Pa. 


No action was taken on his nomination by 
the Republican Senate in the last Congress. 
President Truman <esubmitted it on Jan. 17, 
this year, 
three months ago, and still no action has been 
taken. It has not even been considered by the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 


An investigation brings the simple. answer 
that utility, gas and oil pressure is still very 
heavy and very influential. 


Mr. Buchanan, unwittingly, became a sym- 
bol in the fight in the last Congress over the 
Rizley-Moore Bill to amend the Natural-Gas Act. 
The explanation lies in a division’ within the 
FPC that developed over that bill. Two com- 
mission members, Leland Olds and Claude L. 
Draper, opposed any amendments, while two 
others, Nelson Lee Smith, Chairman, and Har- 
rington Wimberly, joined in submitting amend- 
ments which it was contended before the Inter-

state Commerce Committee would have about 
the same effect in weakening FPC’s authority 
over natural gas as the Rizley-Moore Bill. 

In the midst of this controversy President 
Truman ‘sent to the Senate the nomination of 
Burton N: Behling, special assistant to the com- 
mission and director of its natural-gas investi- 
gation, to fill the commission vacancy. This pro- 
voked -protests that Mr. Behling’s views coin- 
cided with those of Commissioners Smith and 
Wimberly, which would produce a three-to-two 
division in favor of that philosophy. Thereupon 
President Truman withdrew the Beéhling nomi- 
nation and appointed Mr. Buchanan, which pre- 
sumably would give a three-to-two division the 
other way.

Initial. responsibility for holding up the 
Buchanan nomination would seem to lie with 
Sen. Johnson, Democrat, Colorado, Interstate 
Commerce Committee Chairman. He opposed it 
last session. When asked about the delay he said 
there were Democrats on the committee and in 
the Senate who are against Mr. Buchanan. He 
refused to name them, saying he could not 
speak for other Senators. : 


Beyond himself, the only other Demo- 
cratic committee ‘member reported te be 
opposed is Sen.

WASHINGTON—Drastic changes in both the Greek Government and the U. S. Administration in 
Greece are vigorously recommended in an unpublished report submitted to the Joint Congressional 


Committee on Foreign Economic Co-operation. 

The report was written by Louis E. Wyman, 
the Committee’s counsel, following an extensive 
personal survey in Greece. 

Members of the Committee, popularly known 
as the “Watchdog Committee of the Marshall 
Pian,” have received mimeographed copies of 
Wyman’s findings. It is reliably understood that 
publication of the scathing report has been held 
up at the instigation of the State Department

clover, no bees; no cows (or goats), no milk; no grass or clover, 
no cows. Or is this idle speculation? 


TODAY’S FARMER NEEDS THINGS TO GO ON 


Suggestion of the day: 


The crying need of the times is 
for an opportunity for more 
farm people to break through 
the shell that holds them with- 
in its limiting sphere. 

Of course, there has never 
been a time when more oppor- 
‘tunities were available to men 
and women than now, and yet, 
the chief obstacle to farm sucess 
has not been removed. It is still 
as difficult as ever for the farm- 
er or the prospective farmer to 
become a “going concern.” 

A man or woman in town can 
get a job with opportunities for 
promotion; he can sell can open- 
ers from door-to-door, or a thou- 
sand items people will buy if 
called upon in sufficient num- 
bers, but the farmer must be a 
going concern before he turns 
the first furrow. © 

He’s got to have land, imple- 
ments, housing, food, livestock, 
seeds, fertilizers, inoculations, 
fencing, water, feed, pastures, 
wood, mules or tractors, and 
equipment to suit. In fact, he is 
little different from a drugstore, 
& hotel, a publi¢ utility, or any 
other business. 

You can’t set a man down on 
a piece of land and tell him to 
go on and get busy farming. 

We found that out through the 
cotton-and-corn-only routine 
which left our lands bare, our 
houses in ruins, and our people 
in financial slavery and in igno- 
rance. Our ancient boast that “a 
sorry nigger and a sorry mule” 
can make good cotton, is only a 
haunting echo today. Today’s 
farmer must do the work for 
himself and he needs things to 
go on. 

To become a going concern 
takes longer with the farmer 
than it does with the drug store 
man’ or the restaurent keeper. 
These retail stores begin to turn 
over their stock the day they 
open. Installment credit is often 
all they need. 

But the farmer turns over his 
“stock” only a few. times per 
year and often only once a year. 
He needs long-term credit. In the 
case of beef cattle it may be 
three or four years before he has 
something to sell.

Passover Season Provides 
UseofFamed Jewish Dishes

Pesach, known as Passover, begins Thursday and dur- 
ing the following eight days Atlanta’s Jewish colony will 
adhere to the custom of not eating wheat products, beans 
or peas, leavened foods and creamed dishes. 


The season, including the Se- 
der, its symbols and its cere 
mony is old, but te young Jew- 
ish mothers who must prepare 
food for their children, the fes- 
tival presents problems along 
the menu line. 

It was with this in mind that 
Lewis Schwartzman conducted a 
Passover cooking school insti- 
tute at the Mayfair Club under 
the sponsorship of the Atlanta 
Bureau of Jewish Education, in 
order that new dishes could be 
demonstrated and customs and 
traditions of the Pesach ex- 
plained. 

“Seder means order,” said Mr. 
Schwartzman yesterday. . “Cere- 
monies performed at the Pesach 


‘table have been followed’ for 


hundreds of years. The Seder 
table is the center of the cele 
bration. 
before the master of the house 
are three whole matzos covered; 
a roasted meatbone, on the right; 


' a roasted egg on the left; Moror 


(bitter herbs, lettuce or horse 
radish) in the center; Charoses, 
underneath the meatbone; Kar- 
pas (celery, parsley or any veg- 
etable) underneath the egg, to 
be dipped in a dish of salt water 
during the service. A goblet of 
wine is placed before each per- 
son at the table. Everyone is 
expected to drink four goblets 
of wine during the evening. 

Matzo means unleavened 
bread. Four cups of wine are 
used because God, when sending 
Moses to deliver Jewish ances- 
tors, made use of four different 
words, all signifying redemption. 
Charoses is a symbol of slavery. 
This mixture is made of apples, 
almonds, raisins, cinnamon and 
wine. The goblet of wine is 
called the Cup of Elijah. 

Mr. Schwartzman gives the 

following Seder Menu: (The Se- 
der celebration is held on the 
first and second nights of the 
holiday.)

Try Sweet Potatoes 
On the Half Shell 


Serving food on the half shell 
is not just reserved for oysters. 
Ever tried pineapple swee* po- 
toes? Here is a good recipe that 
goes well ‘with broiled lamb 
chops, a vegetable and a green 
salad. 


PINEAPPLE SWEET POTATOES 
ON THE HALF SHELL 


Four small sweet potatces (1 
pound), 2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine; 1-2 nine-ounce can 
sweetened crushed pineapple 
not drained (1-2 cup); 1-4 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 teaspoons light 
brown sugar, parsley sprigs. 

Cut off any small protruding 
ends of sweet potatoes; scrub 
with vegetable ‘brush under 
cold running water; dry well on 
paper towel. Bake in moderate- 
ly hot (400 F.) oven until po- 
tatoes are soft when pressed be- 
tween — with a ahr 
-~-about 30 minu‘es, Cut care- 
fully in half lengthwise and cut 
potato from shell into mixing 
bowl; be careful to preserve 4 
of the half shells for stuffing. 
Add butter or margarine to hot 
potatoes immediately and mash 
well with a fork. Add pineap- 
ple, including juice, salt, and 
brown sugar, and beat well with 
a spoon. Pack the mixture firm- 
ly into 4 half shelis so that tops 
are level; now pile remaining po- 
tato .on top, dividing evenly. 
Return to oven to reheat, about 

10 minutes. Stick a small sprig 
of parsley in each potato so 
parsley stem is covered and 
serve immediately. Makes 4 
servings.
